H u n g arian soviet g o v ern m en t in Lon­ 
don. 
Von K reybig is the active leader of 
th e G erm an C om m unists, and a n a u ­ 
th o r of bolshevistic! litera tu re . H is 
fa th e r w as a H u n g a ria n general. 
T hree days ago he revealed to m e 
a plan to overthrow th e Italian m om 
araehy and set up a soviet g o v ern ­ 
m e n t in Italy. 
Von K reybig declared th a t E nglish 
labor leaders visited Berlin a f te r the 
en ten te te rm s w ere delivered and con­ 
f e r r e d w ith H ugo H aase, leader of 
the Independent Socialists, on plans 
for th e general strik e 
th ro u g h o u t 
G erm any, E ngland, F ra n ce an d Italy. 
This sta te m e n t w as 
confirmed 
by 
F ra u Joseph Gabisch, a siste r of W ill­ 
iam M arshall Bullitt, the K entucky 
law yer, who recently investigated con­ 
ditions in Russia for the A m erican 
peace com mission. 
He declined 
to 
give the nam es of the E nglishm en b u t 
asserte d th a t they w ere in close re la ­ 
tion w ith the G erm an socialist lead­ 
ers and th a t sim ilar relatio n s existed 
betw een the F rench, Italian, G erm an 
and o th e r E u ro p ean socialists who ex ­ 
changed com m unication via Berlin. 
K reb ig today reinforced his s ta te ­ 
m ents to m e reg a rd in g an 
a tte m p t 
a g a in st the Italian m onarchy from in­ 
fo rm atio n which he said w as b rought 
to him by an Italian la b o r leader, who 
visited Berlin recently. 
T his Italian, 


which m ig h t in te rfe re w ith th a t re 
sum ption. 
T his s ta te m e n t w as contained in the 
allied reply to th e G erm an co u n ter I 
proposals, fu rth e r sections of which 
w ere m ade public here today. 
“ While G erm any, as the a u th o r of 
the w a r m u st b e a r its consequences, 
her essential in terests have been s p a r ­ 
ed as fa r 
as 
possible,”

The section of th e allied rep ly m ade 
public today follows: 
“ The G erm a n rep ly m ade no defin­ 
ite offer as to rep a ra tio n s b u t gave 
only vague expressions of w illingness 
to do som ething undeterm ined. The 
sum of one hundred billion m ark s w as 
indeed m entioned to give the im p re s­ 
sion of an extensive offer, which upon 
exam ination it proves not to be. No 
in te rest w as to be paid and until 1928 
there would he no su b stan tial p ay m en t 
a f te r which would come a series of 
undefined in stallm ents ru n n in g over 
nearly half a century. 
“The allied and associated pow ers 
m ake th e declaration, however, th a t 
as the resu m p tio n of G erm an in d u stry 
is an in te rest of th e irs as well as of 
G erm any, they will not w ithhold from 
G erm any com m ercial facilities n eces­ 
sa ry to th is resum ption, but on th e 
oth er hand, will subject to conditions 
which cannot be laid down in advance 
and to th e special economic situation 
created for th e m by G erm an a g g r e s ­ 
sion, afford to G erm any facilities for 
food supplies, raw m ateria ls, and ov­ 
erseas 
tr a n s p o r t for the 
com m on 
good. 
M eanwhile, the tre a ty m u s t be 
signed. 
T he burdens of G erm an y u n ­ 
doubtedly are heavy but they are im ­ 
posed under conditions of ju stice by 


ticipation in international o rg a n iz a ­ 
tions. The G erm ans proposed th a t re ­

The Republic of France has decreed that none of the grand

MUCH DAMAGE IS 
DONE TO WHEAT 
BY RECENT STORMS 


General damage has been done to 
wheat all over the county 
by the 
heavy rain and wind storms ol 
the 
last few days, but to what extent the 
grain has been injured from 
this 
source it is impossible to determine 
so far, according to Oounty 
Farm 
Agent Ford S. Prince- 
In m any places, large sections of 
wheat fields, the grain alm ost ready 
for the harvest, have been leveled by 
the storm as completely as though a 
roller had been passed over them. 
The heads are so heavy 
that the 
wheat stalk is unable to rise, and 
such grain will be almost a com­ 
plete loss. 
Damp weather will cause 
the grain to sprout or rot on the 
earth, and great difficulty also will 
be experienced in cutting such wheat. 
Two heavy storms passed over sec­ 
tions of the county Monday afternoon 
and evening, but Xenia 
had 
only 
heavy showers at both times. 
In sec­ 
tions |of Beavercreek and Bath town­ 
ship hail fell about noon Monday and 
this helped to damage 
wheat fields. 
Beavercreek overflowed its banks in 
placej the first time since its channel 
was improved, and some corn in fields 
in lowlands were flooded. 
Some of 
this corn was uprooted so badly by 
the water that it will have to be re­ 
planted. 
County Agent Prince said 
today 
that red rust is appearing on wheat in 
many sections of the county, 
and 
causing more worry to farmers than 
the storms. This fungus appears 
on 
the stem s and in a sort 
time 
can 
greatly damage the wheat.

ferent from the black rust., which is 
caused by the barberry.
